Indian 


The Synod of the Diocese of Saskat- 
chewan met here on Wednesday the 4th 
inst. The proceedings began by full 
Service and Holy Communion in St. 
Mary's church, which, as we remarked 
last week, has undergone changes and 
repairs that have rendered it a very suit- 
able building for such a meeting. An 
excellent sermon was preached by the 
Rev. E. Matheson, now appoiated to 
Lethbridge, after which the Holy Com- 
munion was administered by his Lord. 
ship the Bishop assisted by several of 
the clergy. At the close of the service 
the whole of theclergy and lay dele- 
gates were entertained at luncheon at 
Bishop's Court by His Lordship and Mre. 
McLean. At 2:30p.m., the Synod met 
for business in St. Mary's chureh. The 
proceedings were opened by the follow- 
ing address from the Bishop : 

My Raversep Baeraren ano Beara. 
BBN oF fue Laity, 

We were prevented meeting in Synod 
last year by the disorder into which the 
country had been thrown by the rebel. 
lion. Wecannot be too thankful that 
ia the good Providence of God we are 
now able to meet inthe midst of public 
peace and returning prosperity. 

The number of clergy in the Diocese is 
twenty-two. Of these eleven are pre- 
sent in Synod to-day —being exactly half 
the eatire number. This is a large pro- 
portion when we remember the difii- 
calties of travel. The Diocese stretches 
from Lake Winnipeg on the east to the 
Rocky Mountains on the west, a dis 
tance of overa thousand miles. The 
Saskatchewan district, forming the lar- 
gest section of the Diocese, has as yet 
no railway communication within its 
bounds. Prince Albert, where we are 
now assembled, is still two hundred and 
sixty miles from the nearest railway 
station. There is one feature in this 
assembly that is specially gratifying. 
The clergy preseut are thoroughly re- 
presentative of all parte of the Diocese. 

The western or Alberta division is re- 
presented by three—the same number 
represents the Lake Winaipeg or Cum. 
berland district—while five are from the 
central portion of the Diocese. 

We have eighteen lay delegates pre- 
sent. I am glad to see among them 
three Indian chiefs, ‘‘Star Blanket,” 
*‘John Smith” and ‘‘ James Smith,” 
who, with the whole of their ands, 
proved so thoroughly loyal during the 
ate rebellion. 


KPISCOPAL VISITATIONA, 


Since we last met I have been able to 
visit and hold confirmation in every 
mission inthe Diocese but one, which 
will be shortly visited. Im the great 
majority of cases have made at least 
two visite to each mission. The expense 
of these visitations is very great, as 
they have in most cases to be performed 
by conveyances specially provided for 
the occasion, The Episcopal 
could pot bear auch a burden, but Iam 
thankful to say that friende in England, 
by their kind and courteous contribu 
tions, made expressly forthe purpose, 
have enabled me to meet the entire ex 
pense. I thank them most heartily for 
this great kindness

Tam making arrangement for carrying 
on the work of Indian training at Kia 
manuel College on a much larger scale 
than has hitherto bee attempted. Up to 
this time the Indian studeuts have been 
in traiming only for mission work, and 
their number has therefore been neces- 
sarily very limited. It is now proposed 
to train as large a number of Indians as 
possible, not only in the composition of 
their own language, and in the ordinary 
English branches, but in the elements of 
chemistry, especially in its application 
to farming or agriculture. The college 
possesses a very good chemical laboratory 
which I brought over from England and 
Germany, and during the past term 
lectures on chemistry and its application 
to agriculture have been delivered daily 
with experiments, The pupils are taught 
how plants grow what substancasin the 
soil and atinosphere form their food 
how different kinds of crops withdraw 
from the soil different constituents, or 
different proportiona of the same con 
stituent -how, therefore, the soil be 
plenishment from manure ; how, especi 
ally, ordinary farm manure ought to be 
treated, so as beat to preserve ite ani 
monia in full fertilizing vigor, and, gen 
erally, whatever relates to an intelligent 
cultivation of the soil. The college pos 
vesses two hundred acresof the best farm 
ingland. A part of it is being prepared 
for farming and gardening, that the 
pupils may have practical outdoor train 
ing ia addition to that of the class room. 
ludiaus will be trained in this way, with 
the view,in some cases, of their becoming 
intelligent farmers, and in others acting 
as schoolmasters to Indian children on 
the reserves. I had the gratification a 
few weeks ago, ef appointing, at the re 
quest of the Indian department, one of 
our Iedian students to be teacher of a 
government Indian school. He has had 
training in Eoglish branches for three 
college terms, and a few months training 


in agricultural chemistry. 


Some time agoT received a most en 


vouraging letter from the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Governor General of Canada, 
in which His Excellency warmly ap 
proves of training Indian students in the 
way I am attempting, and expresses his 
wish to be helpful in carrying out the 
plan by giving prizes to the most de 
serving students
